Good News for Britain 


RIGHT NEWS COMES FROM 
Britain where the Treasury's 
August bulletin reports what 
amounts to a flying start toward 
prosperity. 

Industrial output is going up. 
Employment has risen. Unemploy- 
ment has fallen. Exports are in- 
creasing. And, more significant, 
there has been a marked rise in 
output per man during a time of ex- 
pansion. 

This, says the Tréasury, citing 
higher gold reserves, more personal 
spending, greater sale of automobiles 
and a small drop in consumer prices, 
promises to improve as the year 
goes on. 

The story is far different from 
that issuing from Britain when 
Prime Minister Macmillan ~ took 
office, applied -his tough policies-and 
joined with his countrymen in a 
move toward austerity. 

‘The Treasury, however, issues a 
warning with its glad tidings. To 
‘maintain this fast-paced drive to 
national prosperity the country will 


- have to concentrate on maintaining 
a stable level of prices, meaning not 
only wage stability but continuing 
cuts in prices wherever industry can 
afford to make them. 

‘The. impact of that warning 
should be apparent to Canada. We 
are an exporting nation. Britain is 
one of our. traditional customers. 
But Britain, looking after itself as 
it has every right to do, scarcely 
seems to be in a position to buy in 
a high priced. market. 

If we Canadians — particularly 
British Columbians—continue to be 
a high production cost nation, we 
can expect little in the way of sym- 
pathetic ‘purchasing from Britain. 
That country has toughed it out 
| when times were hard. No senti- 

ment there can be expected to put 
more ‘fat. on Canadian traders 
already living much— higher than 
Britons even with their renewed 
prosperity. 

Britain is looking for lower 
prices. That means sharper buying 
and a close scrutiny of prices on any” 
products that are imported. <.—
